The liner Sarpédon, of -Liver- 
pool registry, braved the black 
ban of the waterfront unions 
and sniled to-day for an undis- 
closed destination, but probably 
for Singapore and Hongkong. 


The ship was held up in Sydney 
on November 1 by the wages dis- 
pute with Chinese: firemen who left 
the ship, to be subsequently gaoled. 


Customs clearance was aranted 
last night and the ship sailed this 
morning manned by. oflicers and a 
limited number. of British seamen 
and Chinese stewards. The ship 
was to have sailed In mid-November 
for Capetown and Liverpool _ but 
Jnter It was decided to send her to 
the Far Enst when the dispute was 
settled.

Greek Charges’ 
Against Her 
| Neighbours 


. “ New York, Dee. 5. 
The Greek Government me- 
morandum to the United Nations 
Secretary General, Dr Trygve 
Lie, charging Yugo-Slavia, Bul- 
garia and Albania with respon- 
sibility for the guerilla move-. 
ment- in-northern-Greece,- was 

published to-day. : 


The memorandum requests that 
the Security Council should take up 
the matter and conduct an Investiga- 
tion on the spot because'“the situa- 
tion js, In the opinion of Greece, a 
movement likely to endanger the 
maintenance of international peace 


and security.” 


The memorandum adds: “There 
Is caneluslve evidence that the whole 
of the. guerille movement* agalnst 


Greece is receiving substantial sup--| ° 


port from-countrics adjacent to the 
northern boundaries ‘of Greece, 
Particularly from Yugo-Slavia. 


“Bulgaria and Albania bear 
similar responsibilities for activities 
of hostile bands operating on 
Greece's northern frontier.” . 

Greece alleges that. guerillas are 
being trained and organised in for- 
eign territory prior to-despatch to 
Greece with war materials, that arm- 
ed bands are crossing the boundary 
line under the protection of neigh- 
bouring frontier authorities and Greek 
fugitives from justice are being cared 
for in forelgn territory and inelted 
to carry on subversive activitics jn 
Greece.

Anglo-Chinese

London, Dec. 5. 

The Chinese Government's 
views on whether a_ British 
Parliamentary: Goodwill Mission 
to China would be acceptable are 
to be sought, declared Mr 
Hector MeNeil, Minister of State, 
in reply to a question in the 
House of Commons to-day. 


A Labour member, Lleut-Col. Recs 
Wiliams had suggested that such a 
proposal would be met with gratl- 
fying response from the ‘Chinese 
Government and he suggested a 
visit should take place next- summer. 

Referring to the question “about 
trade, with China, Mr McNeil sald the 
Chinese Government were oresented 
wlth the British proposals for a com- 
mercial treaty enrlicr this year ond 
had stated they hoped to begin nego- 
tintions in the near future. 

Mr John Paton, Labour member, 
asked if the Minister wos aware that 
inspite of the efforts being mnde by 
the Britlsh Consular services, British 
Influence in China was really non- 
existent, Was it not time that in view 
of the great desirability of continuing 
friendly association with the Chinese 
pcople, that special -steps should be 
taken to further it? 

Mr McNeil replied that he was 
willing ‘to-consider ahy ‘special steps. 

Mr Anthony Eden (Cons.) said: “I 
understand that the British Govern- 
ment desire the closest and fullest 
commercial relations with China in 
accordance with suggestions which 
Mr Painn has just mnde.”

Allied Government 
Of Germany — 
Called Failure 


wy Berlin, Dec. 5. 


The four-power military 
government of Germany was 
described to-day’ as “a colossal 
failure” by Mr W. C. Doherty, 
the vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labour: and 
head of the Federation's delega- 
tion visiting Germany. 

Mr Doherty declared the freo, 
growth of trade unionism, which he 
regarded ns the most important 
phase in Germany’s developmen 
was hampered by differing rules an 
regulations ‘in- various zones. i 

The delegation’s: tour of Germany 
ended when the group was forbidden 
to enter the Soviet zone. ‘nnd Mr 
-Doherty disclosed that awing to Com- 
munist Inuence, the delegation was 
niso, banned from the French zone, 
except under conditions: to which 
he refused to agree. 


The conditions included an under- 
taking not to talk with the people. 

Mr. Doherty said the delegation 
had ‘complete co-operation -of . the 
authorities in the Britlsh zone,. but 
found the Ruhr workers were moatly 
sulfcring from malnutritlon’ and the 
tjnersx were finding It practically im- 
vossible to continue worl-—Reuter.

The only point seriously debated 
Was whether the disurmaament plan 
eventually should become na conven- 
tion to be submitted to all nations 
for- ratification, or whether a resolu- 
tion by.the Security Council ‘on 
disarmament would be - sufficient. 
France, Britain, the Uniled States, 
China and several others insisted on.

What does the city Russian do 
for entertainment? He has 
very good theatres, cinemas and 
concerts of every kind, pub- 


in restaurants and a lot of 
sports events to, attend. 


At the theatre or cinema in the 
Soviet Union, one finds practically 
no empty seats. There are no night 
clubs as such, but many popular res- 
taurants have floor ¢ntertainment 
and dance orchestras. 


Then there are the bars, Wine Is 
the most popular, , with vodka 
the national lMquor perhaps, next, 
and then beer and other liquors. 
Most of all, I would say the Russian 
likes to drink ten. Russians can 
drink tea by the gallon, Talk and 
tea have been a national pastime for 
gencrations. 


Sports take up a lot of time. The 
Russians_have_soccer, football, hoc- 
key, boxing, wrestling, welght 
lifting, ski racing, jumping, field 
games, water polo, basketball, tennis 
and plenty of horse racing. There Js 
no baseball or cricket. . 


Churches Filled 


Thousands of Russians fill churches 
regularly on Saturday nights and 
Sunday mornings. The’ Russians are 
great leaders. (Newspapers and 
magazines play .an important rote in 
their dally lives. : 

Much of the Russian housewife’s 
day ts spent shopping, since to get 
what she wants and necds,.she must 
go to the ratton store, open market 
store or peasant market, all some 
distance from one another, This 
takes time—and moncy. 

The Russian man and boy works. 
When they come home they expect 
a good meal and dy oll in their 
power to get Jt. The Russfans like 
fo tnlk and argue and tell stories. 
They generally are excellent 
listeners, They are very soctal. 
And they Iike to visit one another. 
They participate with great zest In 
holidays. The princtpal ones are the 
anniversary of the Revolution on

Where {s Southeast Asia heading? 
It is obvious that a much greater de- 
gree of independence is essential for 
those countries, but St is still more 
obvious that no development is possi- 
ble until the more urgent economic 
problems are thrashed out. Java and 
Malaya are still dependent on Europe 
especially on Britain, ‘Whatever the 
final outcome, it is essentlal both for 
peace and prosperity that British in- 
fluence cannot be withdrawn from the 
arca. ¥

of private monopolies in British 
Togoland and the Cameroons

Dr Thomas issued the following 
statement: "The British Government 
has no Intention of using the grant 
of private ~ monopolics in trust 
territories us a normal instrument 
of policy. Such private monopolies 
would be granted only when this is 
essential to enable a particular type 
of desirable economic development 
to be undertaken in, the Interests of 
the inhabitants. 

“In these special cases where such 
private monopolics ‘are granted, they 

only granted .. for limited
